‘Recently, according to fig- 
ures released by J. Edgar Hoov- 
‘er and publicized by the House 
Committee investigating un- 
American activities, there are 
approximately 825,000 Com- 
munists in the United States of 
America Less than ten per- 
cent of these are actual mem- 
bers of the Communist Party. 
However, the more than ninety 
percent of non-party Commu- 
nists are just as much the en-

emy of the United States as are the party Com- 


munists. In fact, the non-party Communist is 
sometimes more dangerous than the party Com- 
munist, because he is more evasive and illusive. 
These 825,000 Communists subscribe to the 
threat of treason brazenly expressed and pub- 
licized by top Communist party members when 
they declared that they would stand with the 
U.S.S.R. should war arise between the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 
In the event of such a war, these 825,000 
work for the defeat of the United States whose 
eivil liberties and economic prosperity they are 
at present enjoying. This does not mean that 
they would actually take up arms and 2onfront 
the armed might of our American Republic. 
They would be too crafty and too cowardly for 
that. 
It is rather as a center and source of sabo- 
tage that these 825,000 would exercise their 


_ treasonable activities. In the event of a war 


with Communist Russia, all’: members of the 
Communist Party and alt non-party Commu- 
nists would concentrate upon the treasonable 
project of interfering with the conduct of the 
war. 

They would initiate and carry on strikes in 
all factories and industries devoted to the pro- 
duction of war materials and supplies. They 
would attempt to destroy our system of inter- 
communications: railroads, planes, telephone, 
telegraph, etc. They would try to cripple Am- 
erican cities by destroying water works and 
lighting systems and transportation facilities.

‘Mr. Chairman, Members of the Committee: 


The Colorado ‘ Anti-Communist League 


wishes to voice its opposition to House Bill 877. 

After careful study of this bill and similar 
measures, which are being introduced in other 
State Legislatures; we are firmly convinced that 
House Bill 877 is part of an organized plot, to 


~, deprive a certain segment of our people of the 


he 


rights and personal liberties guaranteed them 
under the Constitution. 

This Bill is being falsely promoted under 
the ery of ‘Civil Rights’; yet if passed, it would 
deprive every employer of his free right to hire 
and fire whom he chooses. 

Its aim is not to bring justice to the minor- 
ity groups but to fan the fires of racial hatred, 
and create confusion, and revolutionary chaos. 
Friendship between different races and creeds 
will not come through force; it can only be ob- 
tained _by intelligent understanding and love. 
To force one race upon another, as this Bill pro- 
poses to do can only breed hate and bloodshed. 

This Bill is an insult to white Christian 
Civilization. It accuses, by innuendo, every 
white man of being intolerant and impartial to 
his duties to his fellow me. 

We wish to charge here and now, without 
fear or favor, that this type of Legislation is 
the brain-child of the Kremlin leaders; and was 
first proposed at the 7th World Congress of the 
Communist Party, as a secret weapon for crea- 
ting disunity and racial strife in democratic na- 
tions. 

Here in America, it has been promoted by 
a Red front organization, known as the Civil 
Rights Congress. This group launched its main 
offensive at a Conference, held in Detroit on 
Avril 27 and: 28th, 1946; and since then have 
attempted to railroad this type of measure 

‘through many legislatures. In several states 
they have been successful, but in the majority 
where the lawmakers were alerted to this pres- 
sure group, the Bill failed. In California, where 
a Bill similar to House Bill 877 was put to the 
vote of the people, it was overwhelmingly de- 
feated 3 to 1. 7 

We have no doubt in our minds that if the 
people of Colorado were given a chance to vote 


_ on this issue, it would receive a heavier trounc- 


ing. We contend-that H. Bill 877 is an outright 
attack on our free enterprise system, promoted 
by Stalin’s agents within our border. Time will 
not permit us to give verbal documentary evi- 
dence to support this charge, so we are there- 
fore placing in the hands of each member of 
this Committee, the findings of the Lutheran 
Research Society, concerning this intrigue. This 
report, bears the name ‘Moscow’s Master Plan, 
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for Sovietizing America.’ This report will more 
than’ substantiate the charges we have made 
here. 

We further charge that this Bill, if enacted, 
will establish a legalized gestapo in the State of 
Colorado, invested with the power to snoop into 
the personal affairs of employers in their God- 
given right to choose whom shquid serve in 
their employ. They can, and will search the files 
and records of every business establishment in 
Colorado, where some disgruntled individual is 
willing to trump up a charge of discrimination. 
And although no outright. penalties are stipu- 
lated in the Bill, this gestapo Committee could 
use their influence to smear the reputation of~ 
any business establishment which failed to co- 
operate with their program. 

It is a most dangerous and brazen attempt 
to fasten upon the white people of America, the 
worst system of control, by alien or minority 
racial groups that has been known since the 
crucifixion. 

Let us study for a moment, paragraph C 
in section 4, on pg. 3, and realize the full in- 
tent of its meaning. In plain language, these are 
the unlawful practices: 1. Inquiry into the ori- 
ginal name of the applicant for employment, 
whose name has been changed by court proceed- 
ings or otherwise.—Then a crook.or a Com- 
munist or a foreign spy could apply for a job, 
under an alias, and if you ask him questions 
concerning his former name, you would be com- 
mitting an unlawful practice.—Who are these 
people who are so ashamed of their names? 2. 
The other unlawful practice would be to require 
an applicant for a job to produce a birth certi- 
ficate or baptismal certificate or a picture of him 
or herself.—You are not supposed to know how 
he or she looks. Remember, this is not Russia, 
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its Colorado.—During the last war every citizen, 
working in a Defense Plant, was required to 
give proof concerning his birth and his ancestral 
background, as a matter of National Security. 
Should this Bill be passed, it Would be unlawful 
to use this method, to ferret out enemies of our 
government. 

House Bill 877 virtually becomes a camou- 


‘flage behind which the enemy of our govern- 


ment can operate with full protection of the 
‘State. 

It becomes an instrument through which 
alien-born refugees can deprive the native-born 
of their job. 

It becomes a political club, for certain mi- 
nority groups to brow-beat every employer, into 
submission, to their will. 

It will underwrite the greatest propaganda 
machine, the State of Colorado has ever 
known. 
agency that has ever. been established in this 
State. ; 

If this Legislature should ratify it and 
make it the law of the State-then we will have 
sacrificed and destroyed that sacred freedom 
for which our boys have fought and died. 

We shall see the rise of racial animosity 
and the return of the Ku Klux Klan or some 
similar organization. 

God forbid that those of you, who have 
been elected to this sacred trust of preserving 
our liberties, should now plunge the BRUTUS

OAKLAND-—Stating that the Communist 
Party is so insigificant that it is not a menace 
to anyone, Dr. Francis Townsend founder of 
the perennial pension plan bearing his name, 
expressed the opinion that “a little more com- 
munism in this country wouldn’t hurt us a bit.” 

Dr. Townsend voiced this view in address- 
ing a recent rally staged by the organizing com- 
mittee for the Independent Progressive Party 
of California in its drive for signatures to qual- 
ify that party for the June ballot, after he ad- 
vised participants not to worry in the event 
they were accused of being Communists. 

Explaining that what the Russian people 
have is not communism and that he was using 
the term in the dictionary sense, Dr. Townsend 
said that communism in that sense “would be a 
mighty good thing for this country.” Noting 
that schools, streets and post offices are now 
communistically owned, he indicated that he 
would like to see the same thing happen to the 
‘banking system of the nation.
